The  Presidents  Triumph 


After  a  disappointing  season  in  1992,  the 
QHS  football  team  was  to  have  a  rebuilding 
year.  Some  newspapers  predicted  that  Quincy 
would  finish  last  in  the  league,  but  the  coaches 
and  players  had  a  different  game  plan.  With  an 
overall  record  of  7-3  and  having  had  a  chance  to 
go  to  the  Super  Bowl,  Quincy  was  the  team  to 
beat  in  the  OCL.

Coming  off  the  1992  season,  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  recent  memory,  the  1993  Quincy 
High  School  Boys'  Soccer  Team  faced  a  difficult 
challenge.

The  Thomas  Jefferson  Forum  is  a  school- 
based  organization  of  students  who  respond  to 
community  requests  for  volunteer  helpers.  This 
co-curricular  activity  conducts  meetings  after 
school,  elects  officers  and  sends  representatives 
to  the  Advisory  Board.  Faculty  coordinators 
serve  as  liasons  between  students  and  the  com- 
munity, providing  information  to  students 
about  service  opportunities,  assisting  in  the 
matching  of  students  to  appropriate  service 
placements  and  taking  on  the  responsibility  of 
"shepherding"  students  through  their  new  ex- 
periences.
